game—it is doubtful whether In all 
:hat kingdom there is a man who 
mows any more about the game than 
the "old man." 


He is busy now preparing for next 


year's crew. The recent victory is al- 
ready forgotten. 
It has passed into 


iie limbo of things interesting, but not 
essential. 


There were three principal factors in 


Cornell's success—first, excellent ma- 
:erial to choose a crew from; second, 
Courtney's perfect knowledge of the 
game, and, third, his ability to implant 
;hat knowledge in the minds of his 
pupils. 


No institution In this country re- 


:eive8 a finer class of young Americans 
;han Cornell. They are nearly all boys 
Jrom farms and from small towns. 
The proportion of youngsters 
from 


great cities is small, and very few of 
iiem are heard of in athletics before 
entering the university. 
Of the su- 


perior stamina and winning power of 
country or small town boys in the 
game of life the curious can find ample 
proof in the Rockefellers, Carnegies, 
Morgans, Keenes, Huntingtons, Pierces 
and hundreds of other big men of the 
day. He goes to the university with 
more strength and stamina than the 
metropolitan fellow. 


As to Courtney's knowledge of the 


science of rowing there can be no 
doubt. The writer has watched his 
jrews since they appeared at New 
London, Conn., twelve years ago, and 
has seen in their work each year the 
growth of their coach's knowledge. 


Courtney used to have his men sit up 


round backed, like a lot of scullers. 
Also they kept their knees close to- 
gether, had a short heave with the 
body and used a rather long slide. 
For a three mile race they hit up the 
stroke from thirty-nine to forty-two a 
minute. Funny as it looked, it was ef- 
fective, for the Cornellians kept their 
oar blades a long time in the water, 
gripped them on the catch at precisely 
the same instant of time, ripped them 
through fiercely and finished perfectly 
together. For years this was the typ- 
ical Cornell crew work. They looked 
just like eight scullers in a boat. 


Then the "old man" went to Henley 


on Thames, the home of the modern art 
of rowing, and while the English were 
heating his boys he 'learned various 
things. He did not choose to Imitate 
them in such unessentials as using old 
fashioned box rowlocks and rigging 
the seats oh the sides of the boat in- 
stead of the middle, which appeal so 
strongly to some young Americans who 
hanger and thirst for things English 
Just because they are English.

ing the backs of your crew you can 
help them to breath* ifcttsr, that 
swinging the body forward between 
the knees cootrlbates to this and and 
that a long slKto and a deep IncMnatton 
of tfe* body for* and aft add to the 
length aad sOsettvsMM of the rtrak*.
